— Sir John Macdon- 
aid's cur, the "Jaiuixica," nrrived hero 
lust niKht. Air. Dowditll, '.no purtor ol

Sir John atiirms that 
he heard a distinct explosion! so does his 
secretary, Mr. l\pe. An examination of 
the car Bb.OWS that it was ho accident. 
Some one either had a bomb planted on 
the track or threw one at the passing Mr 
and tuned it well. Tne fright su-wiued 
by the inmates of the car was such that 
cne of them said he frankly believed his 
hour had come The car is bow lying at 
the itatioii Although none of the min- 
isters would say what had been done to 
ascertain the truth, it is believed that 
two special officers from the Dominion 
agency have been detnied to report ou 
the matter.

TDE ONTARIO ELECTWX8. 

The return of Mr. ilownt to powoi in 
Ontario was not unexpected. By 11 grand 
coup he forestalled tlio Dominion premier, 
and has reaped tho (nil benefit of Lis politi- 
cal strategy. The Liberal party in Ontario 
was thoroughly organized anil ready at 
any moment for 11 dissolution of the legis- 
lature, while tuo conservatives, canglit 
napping, had but a brief time iu which to 
prepare for the campaign. The introduo- 
tiou of the religions cry into the tight is 
to be deplored by all lovers of this young 
country, it had the ett'eut of consolidating 
the Catholic vote, which would seem to 
havo gone as a unit for Mown t and his 
administration. The Mail's action, doubt- 
less, weaned away from I lie party all tlioso 
conservatives who were opposed to prohi- 
tion, while the vintners, we can readily be- 
lieve, "plumped" Btraight for tho goveru- 
meut. Many factors entered into the uon- 
tsst which led to the belief on the part of 
the most ardent f dentin of tho Ontario op- 
position that victory in the face of such 
odds was an impossibility. Tho light was 
a losing one from Lho start and 
the conservative party never hoped to do 
more than reduce Mowat'a majority. Tho 
result cannot bo token aa nn index of a 
conservative victory in Ontario when 
the Dominion elections take place. 
While the ''little tyrant" lias had 
for years tho reins of power 
in Ontario Sir John has never 
failed to secure a majority of eupporters 
from that province. While loyal to 
Mowat whose administration of locul 
affairs has net been entirely unsuccessful, 
the electors of Ontario are still moro loyal 
to the (ireat Ohioftain who rules 30 wisely 
and well the affairs of this vast Dominion, 
nor will they go back on their pabt record 
when, as will soon be necessary, an 
appeal is made tu them. 



TWO BYLAWS. 



Tho ready acquiescence of the city coun- 
cil in the wish of the ratepayers as ex- 
pressed at Tuesday's meeting leaves the 
Market Bylaw and tho Public Library 
Bylaw for acceptance or rejection on the 
6th proximo. The Market Bylaw asks 
the suthority of the ratepayers for a loan 
of $25,000 to bo expended in tho estab- 
lishment in this city of a public market. 
No city in Canada of the size of Victoria 
is without at leBst one public market. 
Several smaller-sized towns have two — 
Toronto has three, Montreal four and 
Winnipeg four. The stalls are let by 
auction yearly, and fees are collected from 
farmers and others who may occupy pos- 
itions within tho precincts of the market 
for the sale of produce or goods. The 
mouey received from rents and fees make 
the establishment self-supporting. In 
Toronto and Montreal the markets pay a 
handsome profit yearly; and so beneficial 
to the country at large have results been 
that in the former city aldermen aro de- 
bating a proposition to make tlio markets 
free. The Public Library Bylaw asks 
ratepayers to sanction the tikmg over by 
the city of the library recently in the pos- 
session of the Mechanics' Institute, and 
its maintenance as a free library at a cost 
not exceeding $1200 per annum. Many 
of tho books are very valuable and should 
the ratepayers decline to sanction the by- 
law the entire collection will havo to be 
sold to private paities to liquidate the 
small sum of $460 due by the institute. 
The bylaws are both excellent measures 
and should beadopted by the ratepayers. 



A POLITICAL SCARECROW. 

Lord Churchill's conduct in abandoning 
the Salisbury government upon the shallow 
pretext of over-expenditure on army and 
navy account, and allowing the news of Ins 
resignation to reach his premier through 
tho columns of a newspaper should close 
his political career at once and forever. His 
course should not bo excused any moro 
than tho action of an officer who deserts his 
command on the eve of a battlais condoned. 
In military circles the deserter or traitor 
would be courtiuarl taled at the drurn's- 
head. In polities a leader who acts as 
Lord Churchill has acted shuuld I.e tried by 
tho oourtmartial of public opinion, and 
when found guilty should be condemned to 
political ostracism . Churchill, who is one 
of the ablest of England's young men, has 
always boon regarded as very erratic. This 
latter trait has beoD ascribed lo u naturally 
fretful and peevish disposition, aggravated 
by occasional tits of ill-health. Hut no one 
has ever suspected bin; of baseness. 
"Punch," which laughs at his oddities and 
minimizes his lignio while it magnifies his 
moustache, has never questioned his hon- 
esty of purpose and fidelity to his friends. 
In this province we have been accus- 
tomed to regard Lord Randolph 
as tho "coiiiiug statesman," as the 
man who was destined— when ago 
had mellowed his peculiarities and 
imparted solidity to lis views and habits 
— to don the mantle of the groat Beacons- 
field. But with a wingle dash of his pan 
the "coming" man has become the "gn- 
iu">" man. ilia action was so sudden that 
tho news i f his retirement was received 
by the friends of the ministry with in- 
credulity, liut aa the day wore on and 
the news was, confirmed 111 conservative 
circles the feeling of incredulity was sup- 
planted by one of indignation. Tho Carl- 
ton Club has turned its back on its late 
idol. It ought to expel him j foraurelya 
British statesman was never before guilty 
of conduct so mean and unjustifiable. The 
withdrawal of Chamberlain from Glad- 
stone does not furnish a parallel. Glad- 
stone falsified his own record and formu 
latod a bome rule bill which Chamberlain 
refuaod to sanction . But be withdrew in 
an open and 111 inly way. He left tho lib- 
eral party by the front door. Ohurahill 
hassneiikod out of tho conservative fold 
by the back door at a tune when the 
government needed the support and 
Sympathy oi every member That 
Churchill has a motive underlying 
lli) action who can doubt I Perhaps he 
ha. already formed a coalition with Cham- 
berl»iu~who is a warm personal friend — 
and may contemplate a new ministry with 



himself as premier. But what honeat 
eonaervfttiTO would follow Buch a man ? 
It may bo that Churchill can justify his 
course. He may have had excellent 
reasons for his dofection; hut if ho has 
nothing better to offer thnn tho paltry 
excuse that has boon telegraphed ho 
should bo taboood and But down upon by 
honorable men of ovory shade of opinion 
and faith. Ho is only fit now For a scare - 
nroiv, to warn futuro politicians who may 
oontomplate imitating his evil example 
of tho fate that awaits them.

Meeting of Hie General Court ■■> 
London. 



The general court of the Hudson Bay 
Company was hold 011 Dee. 7th, Air. 
Colvile, the governor, presiding. The 
chairman referred to the loss of tho com- 
pany's ship near For'. Churchill, Hudson 
Bay, and said that the underwriters had 
recognized and paid the loss as total. 
There was no Balvage, She was on her 
outward voyage and had on board the 
season's supplies fur the company's forts 
He was happy to say that the stock und 
supplies carried over from last year at tho 
forts were sufficient tc carry tho company's 
men through tho winter. The chairman 
continued: "'Of course, the furs at York 
Factory and Churchill, on account of the 
wreck of this ship, will not be brought t 1 
the market this year. They amount to 
about £20,000 VVe placa these in the 
accounts in our usual way, making a de- 
duction for any loss or depression in price. 
On the whole, I think we may congratu 
late ourselves on the slate of the lur 
trade VVe do not find that the fur bear- 
ing animals are decreasing, or that our 
returns generally are decreasing in 
consequence of the country being settled 
up." The claims against the Dominion 
government on account of the rebellion 
are being pressed and there was ovory 
reason to believe tho government would 
act fairly and honorably. Land sales are 
stagnant. The cancelled sales in the 
northwest reached half a million and the 
company have received in all about S450,- 

000 on account of land sales. "It may 
be interesting to know that yesterday vre 
received the bills of lading of a shipment 
of furs rot tho Canadian I'acific railway 
from Victoria in Vancouver island at very 
fair and reasonable rates. We now have 
an arrangement with the Canadian Pacifio 
railway t'o bring our fur collection serosa 
the continent and ship them direct 
to London, instead of the old fashion of 
bringing them either round Cape li.-irn 
or across the Isthmus of Panama. I think 
this arrangement will be mutually satis- 
factory to both companies, and I am 
happy to aay that on the whole we are 
working very amicably and cordially with 
the Canadian Pacific railway. We have 
received lately from our land commission 
er a report that things aro rather looking 
up in tlio North-West and Manitoba." 

Mr. El wards: I am under the impres- 
sion that the supply of fish at some of our 
posts is practically unlimited. 

The chairman: I cannot say tint, but 
thero is a good deal of lish at sotoo of the 
posts. 

Mr. Edwards: The lish is easily caught 
in largo amounts 1 I believe you export 
B01110, and I see a statement to tho effect 
that you bail recently offered smoked 
salmon for sale. 

The Chairman : No; wo only export 
canned and pickled salmon . 

Mr. Edwards: I have an impression 
that we could work profitably the new 
process of preserving lish We have fac- 
ilities for catching a lot of lish, and if we 
could get it properly packed by tiiis new 
process we might export it with pr lit 1 
mule rat and that t he Norwegians nave been 
profitably employing the process for the 
past four years, and would suggest this aa 
a subject for the board's consideration. 
Willi respect to the land, this company 
has a very largo quantity for sale. Tin: 
proprietors or this company number up- 
wards of : J < )00 and they reside in various 
partd of the country, and every one in his 
own district could arouse an intoreet 
which is ami mum remain one of the tjues- 
lions of the day. 1 think we should all 
do what we can to direct emigration to 
our own territory. (Applause) 1 myself 
have known persons about to leave this 
country, ami have advised them to go to 
Canada and judge for themselves of the 
capabilities of the soil and the healthful 
ueus of the climate. The result is thai I 
have friends in all p irts of the country, 
from Nova Scotia to British Columbia. 
Their reports, moreover, are exceedingly 
satisfactory— the land is good and the 
climate healthy. 

Mr. Peel; ' With regard to Mr. Ed- 
ward's remarks about Canada, I am sorry 

1 oannol go entirely uith.hiiu A friend 
of mine has just returned from Manitoba, 
and his views are nut only highly interest- 
ing but instructive. My friend has not 
formed a roteate opinion of those parts 

Mr. Lawes; 1 wish to knov the amount 
of the claim we aro making in respect to 
tho damage done us iu tho rebellion. 
Surely it is time wo should know what 
amount we are claiming upon that loss, 
and what the government say in answer 
to that claim. Now that we have railways 
in the country surely we can 111 future 
send .oir shipping and collect our furs 
from some port more accessible than we 
have been in the habit of using. Care 
ahi-tuld be takuu that the goods are for- 
warded by the best possible methods, 
What amount, reverting to the claim, have 
we actually received upon it I 

The chairman: Wo have received noth- 
ing. 

Mr. Lawea: I think my o,uestious 'ire 
fair; I hope that they will reooi ■ an an- 
swer. 

Tho chairman: f think no one at nil 
acquainted with negotiations with lho gov- 
ernment would think it advisable to giva 
tbo Information asked for by Mr. Luwos. I 
must decline to answer the questions ho has 
put. The state of Qifairs is this: Com- 
missioners have been appointed by tho 
Canadian government to inquire into tlio 
claims of the people who Huffored losses in 
the rebellion. These commissioners have 
been sitting for houio time; our claim was 
made before them. I expoot and hope that 



their report will be made in the coutrso of 
tho nest few months. It will then euino 
before tho Dominion parliament, which 
meets in Februifry, by which all proper 
claims will be settled on some priuciplo or 
other. (Applause.) 

Mr. Lawea: Before our noxt meeting? 

The chairman: We hope so. "With re- 
spect to sending our goods by railway, wo 
do employ the railways as lar as possible. 
Wo aro employing tho Canadian Pacific 
railway for bringing furs all the way from 
Vancouver Island to this country, iustoad 
of sending them, as wo havo boon in tho 
habit of doing, around Capo Horn. Wore 
Mr. Lawos an old shareholder in tho com- 
pany, ho would know that a fow yoars ago 
wo cent all our goods out and got homo all 
our furs by way of Hudson's Bay. At 
present thero is no railway to Hudson's 
Bay, and I think it will bo some timo be- 
fore there is one. We thcreforo havo to sond 
out a small vessel to tho posts along tho 
coasts of the bay to collect and bring homo 
tho furs thero and to take out goods for tho 
next year's trade. 

The report was thou adopted. 

Supreme Court. 



(Before Sir H. B. Bwl.ie, 0. J., anil Justices Mc- 
Crulirbt and Walkem.) 

Re Frederick Ridley and others con- 
victed by .Judge Harrison at Metlnkahtla 
and sentenced to various terms of impri- 
sonment, ranging from one to four 
months. Argument was heard yesterday 
upon a rule obtained on behalf of the pri- 
soners, to shew cause why they should not 
be discharged from custody upon ceitiin 
grounds of irregularity in the proceed- 
ings . 

Mr. living and Mr. Taylor, who ap- 
peared on behalf of the prosecution, raised 
several formal objections to tbo piroceed 
ings taken on behalf of the prisoners. 

Their lordships noted tliu objections, 
and directed the argument to proceed 
subject to a future discussion in relation 
to these points. 

Mr Irving then put in amended com- 
mitments, in substitution for those in pos- 
session id' the gaoler at tho time of the 
issuance of tho rules — and also filed re- 
turns of all the proceedings in the differ- 
ent cases. 

The court adjourned until 11 a. m. to- 
day, when the argument is to be proceed- 
ed with. 

In the cases of Haines and Calvert, 
committed for trial upon charges of rob- 
bery, the prisoners wero admitted to bail 
by Mr. JtiBtioe Walkem in £1,000 each 
and two aureties of §500 apiece.

Council : 

The sewerage c immitteo would respect- 
fully suggest, in obedience to tho almost 
unanimous opinion of a ratepayers' meet- 
ing held on Tuesday evening last, that tho 
Howerago bylaw bo withdrawn and the 
matter left co the next mayor and council. 
In milking this suggestion your committee 
point witU a feeling of satisfaction to the 
faot that tho mootiug although called in 
the interest of those who are opposed to a 
sewerage system, almost unanimously 
"voted down a resolution dccluring that 
tho scheme was premature" and adopted 
an amendment "recognizing tho neces- 
sity of a thorough system of drainage," 
when the same shall bo placed before 
them in a definite form . 

Your committeo therefore submit that 
tho ratepayers have fully roatlirmod the 
general proposition of sewerage which the 
mayor and a numbor oi tho oouncil woro 
elected to securo. 

The committeo claim that they are not 
open to the charge of "indefiniteness," 
inasmuch as it would havo been impos- 
sible to reproduce tho elaborate plana and 
specifications, or to map the achenie 
which, however, woro open for inspection 
at tho city hall. They submit that their 
proposition to ask the permission of the 
ratepayers to appeal to tho legislature for 
a private bill to enable this most necessary 
work to be undertaken wa*, under the 
circumstances, more reasonable and just 
to the ratepayers than the precedent es- 
tablished by the promoters of tho city 
water works loan which was not submitted 
to the ratepayers at all.
